Infectious  Diseases,  The  year  showed  a  low  incidence  of 
notification”  of  infectious  disease

tote  1  of  9  cases  we re 
notified  made  up  of  6  measles,  1  scarlet  fever  and  two  cases  of 
pulmonary  tuberculosis.  The  two  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosi 
left  the  district  during  the  year.  No  cases  of  diptheria  have 
been  notified  during  the  last  five  years.  It  will' be  noted 
that  no  cases  of  poliomyelitis  (infantile  paralysis)  wo  re¬ 
recorded  during  the  epidemic. 


Immunisation ,  23  Children  under  five  years  of  a  ae  and  4  between 

5  and  15  ye^rs  of  age  were  immunised  during  the  year.  It  is 
estimated  that  about  75$  of  the  children  of  the-  Urban  District 
have  now  been  immunised.  This  figure  is  low  for  an  Urban 
District  and  c  publicity  campaign  was  carried  out  towards  the  end 
of  the  year  to  endeavour  to  get  parents  to  consent  to  the 
immunisation  of  their  children.  The  full  results  of  this  were 
not  known  at  tho  end  of  this  year  but  the  consent  forms  so  far 
signed  by  parent swero’  very  few. 


Housing,  The  situation  as  regards  housing  underwent  no  major 
change  during  the  year.  Many  premises  are  in  urgent  need  of 
extensive  repairs  in  some  cases  amounting  to  almost  complete 

reconstruction , 

4  Council  houses  were  completed  during  the  year  and  6  more  were 
in  the  course  of  construction.  No  now  houses  were  built  by 
private  enterprise  but  conversion  or  adaption  of  buildings 
resulted  in  5  (occupied)  additional  family  units  becoming  available 


Sanitation  a  nd  So  wa  Pi  epos  a  1 ,  9  Closet  conversions  and  watc-r 

carriage  were  made  during  tiie  year  making  309  Hater  Closets  in 
the  Town,  The  number  of  privies  and  pail  closets  remain  at 
far  too  high  a  level  at  387  in  all 

The  Sewage  ,.orks  is  a  very  uneconomic  proposition  at  present 
owing  to  the  extra  volume  of  water  and  sand  which  is  entering 
the  sewers  and  which  has  to  be  pumped  through  the-  plants, 

Tho  volume  pumped  through  durin?  the  night  equals  that  passed 
through  in  the  day  time.  This  suggests  that  subsoil  water  is 
entering  the  sewers.

Hater, 

remains  rood.  Fewer  complaints  of  low  pressure  were  received 
durin-  the  year  than  previously.  It  the  same  time  the  extension 
of  the  Council's  building  estate  will  demand  an  increasing  supply. 
I  do  not  know  whether  this  can  be  met  by  the  existing  mains  and 
supply.  its  the  whole  question  of  the  water  supply  was  under 
review  at  the  end  of  the  year  I  do  not  propose  to  go  further  into 
this  matter  now. 

One  analysis  (chemical  and  bacteriological)  was  made  during  tho 
year.  This  was  satisfactory. 

The  number  of  houses  supplied  direct  from  the  mains  is  approx¬ 
imately  218  while  424  buildings  are  dependent  on  stand  pipes  or 
a  communal  tap  for  two  or  more  houses. 

This  indicates  the  primitive  condition  existin'  in  many  houses

where  there  ic  no  indoor  sink  or  tap, 

1502  People  fell  in  this  category  of  having  to  draw  their  water 
from  standpipes  outside  the  house  while  752  live  in  houses  supplied 
direct  from  the  m  ins. 

The  Housewife  in  the  former  category  is  placed  at  a  marked  dis¬ 
advantage  in  regard  to  all  forms  of  washing  clothes,  crockery  and 
in  cooking.  Improvement  in  this  respect  is  urgently  required.

Report  upon  the  v'ori:  of  the  Sanitary 
Inspector  during  yen,  r  ended  51st  December  ,  1947 . 

To  the  Chairmen  end  Members  of  the  Market  Re. sen  Urban  District 
Council . 

Lady  and  C-entleuicn, 

I  respectfully  present  the  Annual  Report  of  Work  in  the 
District  for  the  Year  1947. 


In  the  Public  Health  sphere,  progress  and  improvement  has 
been  made.  At  the  end  of  the  year  six  new  Council  Houses 
(permanent)  were  completed  and  occupied,  and  with  new  housing 
prospects  in  view  the  Medical  Officer  had  previously  instructed 
Survey  and  reports  to  be  made  to  him  upon  some  of  the  District's 
registered  old  unfit  houses  and  made  representations  to  the  Counci', 
upon  those,  and  new  houses  were  allocated.  Rc -conditioning  of 
old  houses  in  three  cases,  whore  the  Medical  Officer  deemed 
advisable  were  recommended  to  the  Council  and  the  rc -condit ioning 
of  these  was  completed.  The  number  of  houses  on  Stand-pipes, 
with  no  indoor  Town  dr inking -water ,  which  had  Drinking-water 


fitted  indoors  and  out -door  drainage  amendment  to  suit 
Five  houses  without  Food  Larders,  had  Larder  provision 


and  Sink 
wa s  six . 

made.  Fitted  Bathrooms  were  installed  at  seven  houses.  The 
Local  standard  of  Housing  maintenance  repairs  shows  good  improve¬ 
ment  and  the  Districts  working -cla ss  housing  standard  had 
noticeable  improvement  at  the  end  of  the  year. 


Records  show  that  nine  Midden -closet  Conversions  to 
water-carriage  were  completed  and  if  Council  proposals  financially 
rc -conversions,  now  decided  upon  can  be  given  effect  to,  I  feel 
much  greater  improvement  will  b©  made  during  the  1948  year. 

Thirty -four  (various)  drainage  services  were  rc -constructed  during 
1947.  The  Council's  Sewage  treatment  at  Middle  Rosen  rrorks  has 
been  satisfactory  and  if  the  one  or  two  minor  improvements  the 
Council  in  conjunction  with  the  Consultant  Engineers,  have  under 
consideration  at  the  Works,  can  be  accomplished,  general  working

The  District's  collection  and  disposal  of  Household 
R.:f use  has  been  well  maintained,  complaints  of  service  have  be 
few  and  the  weight  of  Refuse  has  incr; 
a  slight  reduction,  but  I  am 
pail -closet  collections  three  nights  weekly.  The  provision  of 
Refuse  tipping  ground,  I  still  find  difficult  dur  to  shortage  in 
the  District.  The  Race  Course  tip  is  still  working,  and  well 
controlled,  but  is  nearing;  the  limit  of  capacity  and  I  am  still 
anxious  in  that  direction. 


Milk  and  Dairies  in  the  District  nave  had  regular 
inspections  throughout  the  year.  Cleanliness  has  been  good. 

The  number  of  Milch  Cows  in  the  District  has  decreased  this  year. 
Structural  improvements  have  been  made  to  three  Shippons. 

Factories  Act  work  has  been  maintained,  in  only  two  co.se 
was  it  necessary  to  issue  written  notices.
